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The Preface. 

T He finging of Pfalmes,though it breath forth 
nothing but holy harmony, and melody : yet 
fuch is the i ubtilty of rhe cnemie, and the enmity 
of our nature againft the Lord, & his wayes, that 
our hearts can finde matter of difeord in this har¬ 
mony, and crotchets of divilion in this holy me- 
Iody .-for- There have been three queftios especi¬ 
ally ftirrig eocerning Tinging. Firft.whatpfalmcs 
arc to be fung in churches? whether Davids and c- 
tber feripture pfalmcs, or the pfalmes invented by 
the gifts of godly men in every age ofthe church. 
Secondly, if feripture pfalmes, whether in their 
owne words, or in fuch meter as englifh poetry is 
wont to run in? Thirdly, by whom are they to be 
fung? whether by the whole churches together 
with their voices? or by one man finging aloe and 
tie reft joymg in filece,& in the clofe fay Ig amen. 

Touching thefirft, certainly the finging of Da¬ 
vids pfalmes was an acceptable worfhip of God, 
not only in bis owre, but in fucceeding times, ss 
in Solomons time 2 ebron, 5,13. in lehofiz- 
phats time 2 ebron . 20. ar. in Ezra his 
time Ei y * 3 . 1 o,ir. and the text is evident 
in Hezckiahs time they arc commanded to 
fing praife in the words of David andAfaph, 
2 <bron.2 9, io. which one place may fine 
torefolve two ofthe queftions (thefirft and rhe 
laftj at once, for this commandcmcnt was it ecri- 
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nioniall or morall ? fome things in it indeed were 
cerimoniall, as their muficall inftruments &c 
but what cerimony was there in Tinging prayTe 
with the words of David and Afaph ? what if Da¬ 
vid was a type of Clirift, was Afaph alfo ? was 
every thing of David typicail ? are his words 
( which are of morall, univerfall, and pcrpetuall 
authority in all nations and ages) are they typi- 
call? whittype can be imagined inrmkingufe 
of his Tongs to prayTe the Lord ? If they were ty¬ 
picail becaufc theceritnony of muficall inftru ~ 
ments was joyned with them, then their prayers 
were alfo typicail, becaufe they had that ceremo- 
ny of incenfe admi&t with them: but wee know 
that prayer then was a morall duty, notvvithftand- 
ing the incenfe; and Toe Tinging thofe pfalmes not- 
withftanJing their muficall inftrumems. Befide, 
that which was typicail (as that they were Tung 
with muficall inftruments, by the twenty-foure 
orders of Priefts and Lcvites. i chron 2 j. 9.) rnuft 
have the morall and fpirituall accomplifhment in 
rhe new Teftament, in all the Churches of the 
Saints principally, who are made kings & priefts 
Rat. 1 6. and arc the firft fruits unto God. Rett. 1* 
4. as the Lcvites were Nttm. i. 4 *. with hearts & 
lippes, in (lead of muficall infb uments, to prayTe 
the Lord; who are fet forth (jsfome iudicioufly 
th infce)/J am • 4-bytwery foure ElderSjin the ripe 
age of the Church, anfivering to the 

twenty foure order* of Priefts and Lev ires 
3 cbroi, 2;. 9. Therefore not fome fl-left 

members 
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member*, but the whole Church iscommaund- 
ed to teach one another in all the feverall forts 
of Davids pfaimes,fome being called by himfeJfe 
□njDTD' pfahr.J, tome P^nH' Hymn* 
fomc D’T\U = lpirituall longs. foe that if the 
finging Davids pfaimes bca morall duty & thcr- 
fore perpetually then wee under the new Teftamet 
are bound to fing them as well as they under the 
old: and if wee are ex prefly commanded to fing 
Pfaimes,Hymncs, and fpirituall longs, then either 
wee muft fing Davids pfaimes, or elle may affirm 
they are not fpirituall fongsr which beinc penned 
by an extraordiary gift of the Spirit, for the fake 
especially of Gods fpinuall Ifracll; not to be 
read and preached only (as other parrs of holy 
writ) but to be fung alto, they are therefore molt 
fpirituall, andftillto be fung ofallthe Ifraell of 
God: and verily as their fin is exceeding great, 
who will allow Davids pfflmes ( as other ferip- 
tures) to be read in churches ( which is one end ) 
but not to be preached alfo,(which is another end 
foe their fin is crying before God, who will al¬ 
low them to be read and preached, but feeke to 
deprive the Lord of the glory of the third end of 
them, which is to fing them inchriftian churches, 
obj. 1 Ificbcfayd ih it the Saints in the primi¬ 
tive Church did compile fpirirufll fongs of their 
owne inditing, and fing them before the Church. 
iCor. 14, it, 1 

jinf. Weanfiver firfi, thatiho'c Saints compiled 
thefe fpirituall fongs by die extraordinary gifts of 
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the fpirir (com non in thofe dayes) whereby they 
were inabled to praife the Lord in ft range tongu¬ 
es, whcrin learned Pataus proves thofe pfalmes 
were uttered, in his Commet on that place uers 14 
which extraordinary gifts, if they were (kill in the 
Churches, wee fhould allow them the like liberty 
now. Secondly, fuppofe thofe pfalmes were fung 
by an ordinary gift (which wee fuppofe cannot be 
evicted) doth it therefore follow that they did 
nor, & that we ought not to ling Davids pfalmes ? 
mult the ordinary gifts of a private man quench 
the fpirir (till fpeaking to us by the extraordin 
ary gifts of his fervant David? there is not the 
Jeaft foot-ftep of example, or precept, or colour 
rcafon for fuch a bold pratfife. 
obj. 2. Miniftcrs arc allowed to pray conceived 
prayers, and why not to fing conceived pfalmes ? 
muft wee not fing in the fpirit as well as pray in 
the fpirit ? 

Jins. Firft bccaufe every good miniftcr hath not 
a gift of lpirituall poetry to compofe extempora¬ 
ry pfalmes as he hath of prayer. Secondly. Sup 
pole he had, yet feeing pfalmes areto be furg by a 
joynt content and harmony of all the Church in 
heart and voyce (as wee fhall prove) this cannot 
be done except he that compoleth a pfilmc, bring 
eth into the Church fet formes of pfalmes of his 
owne invecion-for which wee findc no warrant or 
prefident in any ordinary officers of the Church 
throughout the feipturcs. Thirdly. Bccaufe 
the bookc of pfalmes is fo complcat a Syftcm of 
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pfalmes, which the Holy-Gboft himfclfe in infin¬ 
ite wifdome hath made to fuit all the conditions, 
ncceffitycs, temptations, aftt6hons, &c. of men 
in all ages-(as moft ofall our interpreters on the 
pfalmes have fully and perticularly clcared)thcre 
fore by this the Lord feemeth to fioppe all mens 
mouths and mindes ordinarily to compile or 
fing any other pfalmes (under colour that the 
ocafionsand conditions of the Church are new) 
&c. for the publick ufe of the Church, firing, let 
our condition be what it will, the Lord himielfe 
hath fupplyed us with farre better; and therefore 
in Hczekiahs time, though doubtleflc there were 
among them thofe which had extraoridnary gifts 
to compile new fongs on thofe new ocafions, as 
Ifaiah and Micah &c. yet wee read that they are 
commanded to fing in the words of David and 
Afapb, which were ordinarily to be ufed in the 
publick worfhip of God: and wee doubt not but 
thofe that are wife will eafily fee; that thofe 
fet formes of pfalmes of Gods owne appoynt- 
ment not of nuns conceived gift or humane 
iropofition werefung in the Spirit by thofe ho¬ 
ly Levites, as well as their prayers were iu 
the fpiric which themfelves conceived, the 
Lord not then binding them therin to any 
let formes ; and fhali fet formes of pfalmes 
appointed of God not be fung in the fpirit now, 
which others did then ? 

Queflon. But why may not one copofe a pfalcnc 
& fing it alone with a loud voice 5 c the reft joync 
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with him in ftlcncc and in the end fay Amen? 
jins. Iffuchapra&ifewasfound in the Church 
of Corinth, when any had a pfalrae fuggefted by 
an extraordinary gifr- yet in Tinging ordinary 
pfalmes the whole Church is to ioyne together 
in heart and voyce to pray fe the Lord- -for- 
Firft. D aviJs pfalmes as hath bceneihevred, 
were fung in heart and voyce together by the 
twenty foure orders ofrhc muficiansoftbe Tem 
pie, who typed out the twenty foure EMers all 
the members efpecially ofehriftian Churches Rut 
y. e, who arc made Kings and PrieftstoGod 
to prayfe him as they did: for if there were 
any other order of Tinging Chorifters befide 
the body of the people ro fucceed thofe, the 
Lord would doubrlelfc have given dire&ion 
in the gofptll for their quallification, ele&ion, 
maintainance See . as he did for the muficians of 
the Temple, and as his faithfullnes hath done for 
all other church officers in the newTeftatnent. 

Secondly. Others befide the Levites (the chiefe 
Singers) in the lewilh Church did alfofing the 
Lords fongs- clfe why arc they commanded fre¬ 
quently to fing: as in pf. too, i, ?, j. pf. 9?, 1,3, i, 
pf. 102* title, with vers ie. & E\. iy. 1. not only 
Mofes but all If atll fang that fong, they fpake 
faying (as it is in the orig .) all as well as Mofes, 
the women alfo as well as the men. v. 20 2t. and 
deut. jj. (whereto fome thinkc, Iohn had refer¬ 


ence as well as to i». 1. when he brings in the 
proteftant Churches getting the victory over the 

Beaft 
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Beaft with harps in their hands and Zinging the 
fong of Mofes. Rei\ 1$. s.) this fong Moles is 
commanded not only to put it into their hearts 
butinto their mouths alfo: dcut.i r, i$. which 
argues, they were with their mouths to fing it to¬ 
gether as well as with their hearts. 

Thirdly. Ifiiah foretells in the dayes of the revv- 
Teftament that Gods watchmen and dcfolatc 
loft foules, (fignifiedby waft places) fhoukl with 
their voices ling together, Ifa. 52. 8,9. and Rat- 
7. 9,10. the fong of the Lamb was by many to¬ 
gether, and the Apoftle exprefly commands the 
finging of Pfalmes, Himnes, &c. not to any fe- 
lett chriftiansjbut ro the whole Church Ep h. j. 19 
coll . ),i6. Paule & Silas fang together in private 
A Us. 16. 25. and muftthepublick heareoly one 
man fing > to all thefe wee may adde the pra&ife 
of the primitive Churches. the teftimony ofan- 
cient and holy Bafilis in fteadofmany Epi(l, 51 
W hen one of us ( faith he) hath begun a pfalme, 
the reft of us fet in to fing with him, all of us with 
one heart and one voyce ^ and this faith he is the 
common praftife of the Churches in Egypt, 
Lybia, Thebes, Paleftina, Syria and thofe that 
dwell on Euphrates, and generally every where, 
where finging of pfalmes is of any account. To 
the fame putpofe alfc Eufebius gives witnes , 
Ecclef. Hip. hO.z. cap. 17. The objettions made 
againft this doe moft of them plead againft joyn- 
ing to fing in heart as well as in voyce, as that by 
this meanes others out ofthe Church will fing 
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as alfo that wee are not alway in a futable eftate 
to the matter fang, & like wife that all cannot fing 
with underftanding ; fhall not therefore all that 
have underftanding ioyne in heart and voyce to - 
gether ? are not all the creatures in heaven, earth, 
leas: men, bcafb, fifties, foules &c. commanded 
to praife the Lord, and yet noneofthefe but 
men, and godly men too , can doe it with 
fpirituall Underftanding ? 

As for the fcruplc that fome take at the tranl- 
latio of the book of pfalmes into roeeter, becaufe 
Davids pfalmes were fung in his owne words 
without meeter: wee anfwer- Firft- There are 
many verfrs together in feveral pfalmes of David 
which run in rithmes (as thofe that know the heb- 
rew and as Buxtorf fhews Thtfin. pa* 639.) which 
fhews at leaft the lawfullnes ot finging pfalmes in 
englifli rithmes. 

Secondly. The plalmcs are penned in fuch 
verfes as are futable to the poetry oft he htbrew 
language, and not ia the common ftyle of fuch 
other bookes of the oldTcftament as are not 
poeticallj now no proteftant doubrerh but that 
all the bookes of the feripture fliould by Gods 
ordinance be extant in the mother tongue of each 
nation, that they may be underftood of all, hence 
the pfalmes are to be tranflatcd into oureng- 
liffc tongue; and if in our englifh tongue wee are 
to fing them,then as all our englifh fongs ; accord 
ing to the courfe of our engltfh poetry) do run in 
metre, foe ought Davids plalmes to be tranflated 

into 
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intoraeeter, that foe wee may ring the Lords 
fongs, as in our eng' ifh tongue foe in fuch verfes 
as are familar to an englifh eare which are com¬ 
monly metricall: and as it can be no juft offence 
to any good confcicnce to fing Davids hebrew 
fongsincr.glilb words, foe neither to firg his 
poeticall verfes in ecglifh poeticall metre: men 
might as well ftumble at ringing the bebrew 
pfalmes in our englirh tunes ( and not in the he - 
brew tunes) as at ringing them in englifli mcerer, 
(which are our verfes ) and nor in fuch verfes as 
are generally ufed by David according to the po¬ 
etry of the hebrew language : but the truth is, as 
the Lord hath hid from us tlx Hebrew tunes, left 
wee fhould think our felvcs bound to imitate 
them; focalfo thecourfe and frame (for the moft 
part) of their hebrew poetry, that wee might not 
think our f Ives bound to imitate that, but that 
every n it ion without fcruple might follow as the 
graver f jtc of tunes of their owne country fongs, 
loe the graver fort of verfes of their owne count¬ 
ry poetry. 

Neither let any think, that for the meetre 
fake wee have taken liberty or poeticall licence 
to depart from the true and proper fence of 
Davids words in the hebrew verfes, Doe; but it 
hathbeene one part of our religious care and 
faithfull indeavour, to keepe clofe to the 
originall text. 

As for othe r obieftions taken from the diffi¬ 
culty of Ainfortths tunes, and the corruptions in 
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our common pfalme books, wee hope they are 
anfwered in this new edition of pfalmes which 
wee here prefent to God an J his Churches. For 
although wee have caule to blcffe God in many 
refpe&s for the religious indeavours of the 
tranflaters of the pfalmes into mcetre ufually an¬ 
nexed to our Bibles, yet it is not unknowne to 
the godly learned that they have rather prefented 
a paraphrafe then the words of David tranflat- 
ed according to the rule zchrsn. 29. io. and 
that their addition to the words, detractions from 
the words are not feldome and rare, but very fre¬ 
quent and many times needles^ (which we fup- 
pofe would not be approved of if the pfalmes 
were fo tranflated into profe) and that their 
variations of the fenfe, and alterations of the 
facred text too frequently, mayiuftly remitter 
matter of offence to them that are able to com - 
pare the tranflation with the text • of which fail, 
ings, fome iuJicious have oft complained, 
others have been grieved, wherupon it hath bin 
generally deflred, that as wee doe inioye other, 
foe (if it were the Lords will) wee might inioye 
this ordinance alfo in its native purity: wee have 
therefore doDe ourindeavour romake aplaine 
and familiar tranflation of the pfalmes and words 
of David into englifh metre, and have not foe 
much as prefumed to paraphrafe to give the fenfe 
of his meaning in other words- we have therefore 
atten Jed hecrin as our chief guide the original! „ 
(hu ling all additions, cxcep: fuch as even the beft 

tranflators 
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tranflators of them in profe fuppjy, avoiding all 
materiall detractions from words or fence. The 
word \ which wee tranflate and as it is redun¬ 
dant fometime in the Hebrew, foe fomrime 
(though not very often ) it hath been left out , 
and yet not then , if the fence were not faire 
without it. 

As for our tranflationr, wee have with our 
englifh Bibles (to which next to the Oiiginall 
wee have had refpeCt) ufed the Idioms of our 
owne tongue in Head of Hcbraifmes, left 
they might feeme englifh barbaiifoies. 

Synonimaes wee ufc indifferently: as/^for/w- 
}le , and Lordfot Jehovah^ and fomtime(though 
feldome) God for Iehovab ^ for which (as for 
fome other interpretations of places cited in the 
Dew Teftaraenr) we have the feriprures authority 
pf. 14. with s*. Heb. 1.6. withpfalmeg7. 7, 
Where a phrafe is doubtfull wee have followed 
that which(in our ownc apprehenfio, is molt genu 
ine & edifying: 

Somtiite wee have contracted, fomtime 
dilated the fame hebrewword, both for the 
fence and the verfe fake : which dilatation 
wee conceive to be no paraphrafticall addition 
no more then the contraction of a true and full 
tranflation to be any unfairhfull detraction or di - 
minution: as when wee dilate wbohcaUtb and 
fay he it /$ who healtth • foe when wee contract, 
thof t that {land in awe of Gjd and fay G od s fearers . 

Laftly, Bccaufe fome hebrtw words have a

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more full andemphaticall (ignification then any 
oie englifn word cm or doth {omtime exprefTe, 
hence wee have done that fomtime which fairh- 
full rranflators may doe, viz,, not only to 
tranflate the word but the empbafis of ir • as 
Got, for God, humbly 

hlcfjl for blefte • rife to ft and , pfalml i. lor / 
truth and faith fullrws for truth . Howbeir, for the 
verfe lake wee doc not alway thus, yet wee ren¬ 
der the word truly though not fully 5 as 
when wee fomtime fay ttioyce for [hout 
for ioyt. 

As for all other changes of numbers, 
tenfes, and characters of fpetch, they are 
fuch as either the hebrew will unforcedly 
beare, or our englifh forceab.'y calls for, 
or they no W2y change the fence; and 
fuch are printed ufually in an other 
character. 

If therefore the verfis are not ahvayes 
fo finoorh and elegant as fome maydefiie 
or expect; let them confider that Gods 
Altar needs not our pollifhings: Ex. 20. for 
wee have refpcCted rather a plaine tranfla- 
tion, then to fmootli our verfes with the 
f.veetncs of any paraphrafe, and foe have 
attend 'd Confcience rather then Elegsnce, 
fidelity rather then poetry, in transiting 
the hebrew words into englifh language, 
and Davids poetry into englifh raectre; 
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that foe wee may fing in Sion the Lords 
fongs of pray/e actordirg to his owne 
will♦ untiil l ee t2kr us from luncc, 
and wipe away all our teares, & 
bid us enter into our mailers 
ioye to hng eternal!

Notes on the Reproduction 

The process used for the production of this facsimile 
of the Bay Psalm Book of 1640 was line offset, with 
negatives made from an original copy of the Prince 
Collection in the Boston Public Library (No. 3 of the 
list printed in The Enigma of the Bay Psalm Book , 
p. 82). The pages were photographed, in exact size, 
by precision cameras in the shop of the Meriden Gravure 
Company at Meriden, Connecticut. Since the original 
copy, like all extant copies, contains a number of poorly 
printed pages, it seemed desirable to reproduce such 
pages from the second copy of the Prince Collection 
(No. 4 of the list). 

The first facsimile of the Bay Psalm Book, published 
in 1903, was produced from the incomplete copy be¬ 
longing to E. Dwight Church and now in the Hunting- 
ton Library, using also the Lenox copy of the New 
York Public Library. In his Introduction, Wilberforce 
Eames, the foremost American bibliographer of his 
time, did not specify the pages prepared from the Lenox 
copy, mentioning as such only the first three leaves of 
the Preface. Yet the noting of substitutions may be 
useful. In the present facsimile the following pages were 
photographed from the second Prince copy: **v, A4v, 
F2, 03, S4, S4v, Tv, V3v (catchword retained from 
the first copy), V4, Aa, Aav, Aa2v, Aa4, Cc, Cc4v, 
Dd2, Dd2v, Ee, Eev, Ff4v, Ii3, L12. The catchwords 
of pages **2, D4, and R3v were also taken from the 
second Prince copy. 

The presswork of the Bay Psalm Book was very 
uneven; Stephen Day at times thinned out the ink and 
at others splashed it over the forme, causing blotches 
and strong show-through. He probably never washed 
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his type; signs of dried ink stuck between the letters 
are conspicuous throughout the book. The wet sheets 
must have attracted dust; and the fox-marks seem to 
have favored the edges of the letters as if the type, 
crushing the fiber of the paper, had rendered such areas 
especially sensitive. In making the present facsimile, 
these blemishes have been removed by careful opaquing, 
without retouching the negatives otherwise. 

The earlier facsimile was produced from line cuts, 
that is, from plates prepared by etching; and, because 
of inept handling and the sponginess of the paper, the 
letters spread and became flat and heavy. No effort 
seems to have been made to clear the print of the ancient 
dirt. In contrast, the new facsimile has remarkable 
freshness and vitality. 

Bibliographers may have preferred the reproduction 
of a single copy, with all its shortcomings, by the 
collotype process. The inclusion of the weak, barely 
legible, pages undoubtedly would have better revealed 
the quality of Day’s printing. But even then only the 
characteristics of a particular copy would have been 
shown; for each copy has its own peculiar defects. It 
would have been unwarranted, therefore, to spoil the 
interest of the book for all but a few specialized scholars 
who can always examine the original copies. Still less 
could be said for perpetuating the damage wrought 
by time and usage. 

The proofs were compared, letter by letter, with the 
original pages. For the correctness of the reproduction 
the writer testifies.
